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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on 02 July 2007. 

2. Claims 1-3, 6, 7, 10, 13 and 14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 6, 
10 of the current application teaches similar subject matter as the prior art of Aritomi 
(US 2002/0180822) and Roosen etal. (S 6,894,793). However claims 1, 6, and 10 are 
allowed for the reasons pointed out by applicant's remarks (page 5, 10 th paragraph -

page 6, 5 th paragraph) filed on 02 July 2007. The prior art of Aritomi and Roosen fail to 
teach special (test) printing on a special sheet (tab paper) other than a regular sheet 
(plain paper). 

4. Claims 2, 3, 7, 13 and 14 are allowed for being dependent on an allowable base 
claim.
